Herald, another Futurity candidate, was the run- 
ner up and Kirstie’s Cub headed tlie others. 

» Ideal weather, a fast track and a well arranced 
card of niiHlerate fields, aci'oiinted for another 
larj-e attendance, voliiiiiinoiis speculation ami i-ii— 
joyable siairt. 

Tlie talent was nfiain in excellent form, a ma- 
jont.v of their choices pniviiiK successful. Everest’s 
victor.v did not Is-nefit them to a vast extent, for 
he was the shortest priced winner in these parts 
in .vears. The success of favorites la'gaii in the 
oiiener, with Hradley’s Clioice’s victory. That racer 
scored after a liard elTort to defeat tlie suddenly 
improved Princi* of Como. Mistress Pollv was tii'e 
choice in the second race and she won after a slow 
beginning from an ordinary bund of maiden two- 
year-old fillies. 

Old Miss was given the call in the third, hut 
she had a narrow escam- from sustaining defeat 
as Liglitfoot was Ix'st in the race and would have 
won with a more exiK*rienced rider.

rider pleased. She had blinkers on tills afternoon 
and tills was credited with the improvement in 
her running. Ilelle Mere was the favorite in the 
race, but she could do no better than land third. 
Dirty Face, at a long price, taking second place 
The (lallaher Drothers made it a double for the 
afternoon when their veteran Howdy Howdy led 
for the entire mile and a sixteenth in the sixth 
race. He is the first racer at the meeting that 
has shown the wa.v tliroiighoiit in a long race 

Annoiincenient was made late in the afternoon 
that, lieginning with the racing tomorrow, an 
additional JfoO would bi* added to the already an- 
nounced purses in tlie program book and that tliis 
would go to the winner.

Kha.vyani and Hourless lest Saturday,’’ said trainer 
jinx Hirscli. who came yesterday to superintend 
Papp s final preiiarations for his Breeders’ Fu- 
turity engagement. ’’While the race furnished a 
victory for Omar Khayyam, it is a (piestion if 
he is a Ix-tter horse than the IJelmont representa- 
tive. The margin was t<«i fine to allow a distinc- 
tion and it is more than probable that Hourless will 
reverse the decision with a bit more seasoning. 
His long letup from racing was naturallv a factor 
and his meeting witli Omar Kha.v.vam last Saturday 
will benefit liim more than it will the Viaii repre- 
sentative. Both are great three-year-olds, the best 
tliat this country has seen in many years.’’

days. 'Pile mishap occurred shortly after he liad 
been taken on the tr.i<-k for the |mr|xise of working 
a linlf mile as a preliminary to his fast work to- 
morrow, in preparation for his Futility engage- 
ment. SiHiii after he came on tlie track lie car- 
roined into Valor with terrific force. The impact 
must have deadened a nerve in Papp’s left shoulder, 
for he lost the use of his left fore leg and trembled 
like a leaf in a gale. It was fully ten minutes be- 
fore he lowered the injured leg and showed that his 
Injury was not permanent. 7'rainer Hirscli gave him 
fully a half hour to recover. Iiefore he deemed it 
judicious to let him work. He galloped a lialf mile 
in 50% and was to all appearances in good condi- 
tion this afterniKin.

Dates on Which the Fixed Events of Two Important 
Meetings Will Be Decided. 

Ixmisville, Ky., Septemlier 17. — Distribution of 
purse money aggregating $42,800 is provided for in 
the program book for the coming seven days’ fall 
meeting at Douglas Park, whicli liegins on Septeni- 
lier 26. 'I'liis is an average of a trifle better than 
$6.n4 dail.v, $514 higher than the daily average, 
which the rule of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission requires. 'Ilie combined value of the stake 
offerings, the Douglas Park Inaugural Handicap, 
Beechmont Stakes and Ixiuisville Cu'i is $6.(KMI. 

In addition to the three stakes, nine handicaps 
and purse races of $1,000 value are curded in the 
IsMik. Two iiurses of $900 values, twenty worth 
$800, ten calling for $700 eacli and five of $(i00 
values round out the monetary offerings. The ban- 
ner day of the meeting in the way of purse dis- 
tribution will be on the day the Ixiuisville Cup 
is run, Saturday, Septenilier 29, when $7,300 will 
Ihi distributed among the horsemen. On that day 
the stake will liave $2,5(MI added, and two $1,000 
handicaps will lie run. 'riie next largest day in 
this resiM’ct will be the opening day, when the 
Inaugural Handicap will be run, as $6,800 will be 
given to the liorsemen on that iwcasiou. The stake 
has $2,(KK) added. The Beechmont Stakes will Iw 
run on the last day of the meeting, Wednesda.v, 
Octolier 3, and on that day the total money will 
total $6,3<K). This stake is of $1,5(M) added. 

The program arranged for the opening day by 
Racing Secretary J. B. ('anipliell is a goisl one, 
with the Inaugural Handicap and a $1,IK)0 ]iurse 
race as the features. It is as follows: 

First Ru<-e — Purse $800, for maiden fillies, two 
years old; 5 1-2 furlongs. 

Second Riii-e — Purse $700. claiming, for three- 
year-olds and over; 3-4 mile. 

Third Race — Purse $700, claiming, for three- 
year-olds and over; 1 mile and 70 yards. 

Fourtli Race — Purse $1,(XK), for three-year-olds 
and over; 3-4 mile. 

Fifth Race — Douglas Park Inaugural Handicap. 
.$2..500 added, for three-year-olds and over; 1 1-16 
miles. 

Sixth Race — Purse $800, for two-year-olds; 5 1-2 
furlongs. 

Seventh Race — Purse $800. claiming, for three - 
year-olds and over; 1 1-16 miles. 

Ixidies’ day will be on October’ 3» -the closing day 
of the meeting, and the day on which the Beech- 
mont Stakes w^ill be run.i The idea of having a 
ladies’ day has struck ' a ' popular chord here and 
the memlx'rs of the fair sex turn out in larger I 
numbers on each succeeding occasion.

The officials of the Douglas Park meeting will 
lie tlie same as last spring, w’ith Charles F. Price 
and T. J. Clay serving us stewards; William H. 
Shelley and J. B. Camiibell. placing judges; Harry 
Morrissey, starter; S. K. Hughes, timer; William 
E. Phillips, patrol judge; Dr. Henry Harthill, pad- 
doi'k judge; J. B. McLaughlin, siijiervisor of tlie 
pari-mutuel department, and Vernon Sanders, tele- 
graph censor. Slielley also will serve as clerk of ' 
tlie scales, while Canipliell is racing secretary and 
handicupiier. 

The influx of horses from Ix’xington ■will begin 
this week, as several of the owners, have notified 
truck superintendent Nolte that they will ship 
liere Iiefore the meeting at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track is over. Shortage or no shortage of horse 
cars will not delay the shipping of the horses from 
liexington, as the trip is such a short one that 
freiglit cars cun be pressed into service on short 
notice. 

Many of the owners and trainers who have a 
division of their stables nicing at Lexington and 
the other division at Douglas Park, came over 
from tlie Blue Grass capital Sunday. All reported 
that the Kentucky Association fall meeting is the 
liest in tlie history of racing in that city from 
every standiioint. 

General Manager John Hachmeister has announced 
the dates for the running of the stakes at the 
coming Latonia meeting, which b<*gins on Octolier 
13 and runs until Novemlx-r 10, embracing twenty- 
five racing days, five of which are Saturdays.

New York, September 17. — Col. Applegate’s 

sterling campaigner Old Rosebud, fresh from a short 
letup, further endeared himself to eastern turf 
goers, when he gallopiMl home in track record time, 
to score an easy victory in the Bayview Handicap, 
tlie mile and a sixteenth race, whicli featured the 
oiieiiing day’s sport of tlie Aqueduct fall meeting. 
A monster Monda.v tlirong greeted the son of 
Uncle, when lie paraded before the race and his 
welcome, on returning to the scales, indicated the 
Applegate gelding has taken first place in the 
hearts of tlie racing folks in tliis section. 

Old RosebiKl always ruled a well siipiairted diolce 
in the market and when it came to racing, he more 
than justified this eoiifideiice. 

Peak sent liim up away from the welibi:ig in 
tlie leail and lie easily maintained tliis iMisitloii 
tliroiiglioiit. James Butler’s (^apra disiilayed the 

greatest tenacity of tlie others and hung oa With 
hull dog courage at the end, to earn second plac’e 
honors. R. T. Wilson’s three-year-old Straight 
Forward, after being badly outrun early, closed 
a big gap to take third place. 

Tlie showing of A. K. Macomber’s tliree-year-old 
filly cliampion Suiibonnet was a good one. This 
fill.v left tlie barrier slowly and raced into a promi- 
nent iKisition early, only to tire in tlie final eiglitli. 

The attendance at Aquednet today exceeded ex- 
pectations so far that already there is some talk 
of extending the meeting if tlie iiatronage of today 
keeps up. According to the state laws, only forty 
days is permitted at any one track, hence tlie 
present meeting could only run to October 13 an 
l^dition of six days. Wlille tlie matter is under 
alscusfdon in a tentative way, the decision of the 
Jolat management will depend much on the weather 
In the early days of October. 

An excellent field of two-year-olds participated 
in the first sprint out of tlie chute in the third 
race. John Sanford furnislied the winner with 
Nominee, wliicli was second clioiee in the betting, 
defeating Malvolio. tlie choice. Tlie race marked 
tlie first niii-iip of the meeting, wlien Harry Fink 
bid up the winner from $1,000 to $2,700, but failed 
to obtain liim. 

BUXTON TO RIDE FOR A. K. ICACOMBER. 

Before leaving for a sliort vacation, A. K. Ma- 
‘’onGs-r signed jockey M. Buxton for tlie season of 

The victory of Old Rosebud marked Ids fourth 
triumiili over tlie Aq-uediict track tliis year and 
places him head and slioiilders above tlie others of 
tills country’s Handieiip horses. The race also 
added $1,315 to his stake earnings. 

In an interview with A. K. Maeomber, relative 
to tlie purchase of tlie Aqueduct truck, he said tliat 
the question was almost foreign to him, liiiving 
heard little or nothing about it, more than track 
rumors. 

“I have no intention of buying Aqueduct,’’ said 
-Mr. Macomlx'r, “or investing towards its purchase. 

I believe Josepli Widener lias made an offer for 
tlie majority of the stock, but so far as I know 
it was not accepted.
